that Berger would not return*. The SFS, which continues to show unusual 
persistence in this case, said it felt Berger really wanted to return# 
kite and was deterred from going back to a good job, money, forgiveness, etc* 

In the £ovsone only by f ear^ that the previously made SIS assurances would 
not be carried out* The Sr bf fleer had given Berger J/ J of a year to 
think the matter over* If he did not throw his lot in with the East by 
that time, he would receive at least t$ years imprisonment at the appropr iate 
jkftmaot time* The SIS office*!* lao told the mother-in-law that he had 
been stimulated to approach her through statements made to the SFS by 
Jacobs, who as earlier reported is a Spitsal who has also been used by

Is a confirmed CADROITKR* Berger's wife will also leave Berlin for 
the FS3DR8P temporarily, in an attempt to persuade the SFS to leave the 
mother In law alone* Report attached for CART.

Berger attended a meeting with Jacobs only reluctantly, at the latter's 
pleas, and accompanied by GARBO* Jacobs appeared to be surprised by 
CAHBO's presence, stated he only wanted to give Berger a personal warning 
thmt the SI8 still continued their interest in him* The SFS felt that 
only Berger's fear that its assurances were worthless kept him from 
returning to the zone) it had therefore prepared a letter to him containing 
all of ita previous assurances ( important job in Bast, money, house, M ) f sf 
forgiveness, etc*) which Berger could give to a friend in Nest Berlin*

b# Re Gut, the SFS Spitael who is a mailer, IABEH had informed 
CARBO that an arrest would be made 1 June (the next time Gut is to visit 
CAEROIT), unless a concrete plan for other action had been agreed upon 
by the evening of £0 Ifey# C .3 noted that he still wanted to exhaust 
all possibilities for (1) a CART playback, and (2) a CADRANK use of 
Gut (i#e#> carry a message to a target which am want to destroy, knowi-i g 
thrt the S^S will intercept the message*)# £T U instructed CARBO 
that no arrest was to take place without bis ^or £T -3 being 
Informed and concurring* CARBO was instructed to inform IAEBLL and 
HEJJARD to this effect, as necessary# C 3 agreed with GARBO's (and 
LADELL’s) argument that the present situation ehoulc not last too lortgt it 
Is a strain on JToelich and Pesch, who must be very cartful in aealing 
with Gut that he does not learn more than he shorid re other mailers, etc# 
But any CART or CADRANE possibilities would be fully examined before 
any arrest# CARBO will act accordingly# (COifttiRTt Matter has already 
been discussed with CART, which showed no great initial interest* This 
will be closed out finally before an arrest. CADPANK possibility also

except persons from these cities. She had been again informed th«t this 
would mean that very few persons would be sent to fluestatt# She had

His wife would jofc 
hia probably la August or Sept. His wife is to receive DU 2hO/ dta tJ U 
per month, the money to come direct froa the Fedrep and not through 
K» The Of 70 due Ehrlich is to be paid out of hie June pey due 
fToa CA DROIT* K* asked for hie Workingpapere . This last matter
